firm, which has received about $170 billion 
in government help. 

In the House of Representatives, Majority 
Leader Steny Hoyer (D-Md.) was more cir- 
cumspect about the prospects of a new tax, 
saying there was an easier solution: “These 


guys ought to give the money back.” 

Doing so, Hoyer said, would be the “respon- 
sible, decent thing for executives to do.” 

Lawmakers are floating several tax-related 
ideas. 

Rep. Gary Peters (D-Mich.) would impose 
a 60 percent surtax on bonuses of more than 
$10,000 from any firm in which the gov- 
ernment has a big stake. Once that’s added 
to existing state and federal taxes, he said, 
almost all the money should be back in fed- 
eral coffers. 

Hoyer warned, though, that tax legislation 


could run into problems. Can the govern- 
ment tax bonuses that were earned for good 
performance, he asked? How would it distin- 
guish between earned and improper bonuses? 
Would team members that won baseball’s 
World Series, for instance, find their bonuses 
taxed? 

To Peters, however, such legislation would 
send a loud, important message that “we 
mean business.” 

Republicans had another complaint: The 
Obama administration should have been 
more vigilant.

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Quinn to back higher 
income, cigarette taxes

SPRINGFIELD Gov. Quinn will use his first 
state budget address Wednesday to call for 
a 50 percent increase in income taxes as well 
as higher fees for license plates and driver’s 
licenses to deal with the state’s mounting 
deficit and to fund a public works program, 
documents obtained by the Tribune show 

Less than two months after replacing 
his impeached and ousted predecessor, 
Quinn will try to ease the blow from higher 
income taxes on lower-income families with 
an increase in the personal exemption— a 
move he estimated would hold the line or 
cut taxes on as many as 5 million people. 

Quinn also is proposing a 10 -day holiday 
on the state’s sales tax in August for the 
purchase of school-related clothing and 
supplies. 

At the same time, he’s proposing an 
increase in corporate income taxes and the 
closing of some business tax breaks while 
also asking state workers to pay more for 
their health insurance and to take four 
unpaid days off work. 

Quinn also is supporting a compromise 
backed by the state’s Democratic leadership 
that would boost cigarette taxes to help pay 
off overdue bills to health-care providers to 
the poor, legislative sources said. The com- 
promise, filed in the Senate on Tuesday, would 
boost the current 98 -cent per pack cigarette 
tax by 50 cents to raise $350 million. 

The tax would then jump another $1 a 
year later, the sources said. 

And Quinn is considering a $20 hike in 
license plate sticker fees, which would rise 
to $99 on July 1, and increasing the driver’s 
license fee to $20 from $10 now, according to 
information provided to lawmakers. 

“We can— and must— turn the state of 
our economy around,” Quinn said in a letter 
to lawmakers that accompanies his budget 
plan.

More undergraduates registered for the 
anthropology class “Intensive Study of a 
Culture: Pirates” than almost any other 
course for the spring quarter, which begins 
March 30. 

‘As eggheady as our students are, they 
also are very much of their generation and 
in touch with mainstream culture,” said 
assistant anthropology professor Shannon 
Lee Dawdy, who teaches the class. 

But don’t expect this will be all Johnny 
Depp, all the time. 

Students in the class, a first-time offer- 
ing, will study traditional Caribbean pirates 
as well as contemporary software piracy 


and “pirates” such as Bernard Madoff, who 
recently pleaded guilty to defrauding thou- 
sands of investors. 

The class also will take a trip to the Field 
Museum’s “Real Pirates” exhibit. 

“It is almost too fun for the University of 
Chicago, so I will make sure they read a bit 
of theory every week,” Dawdy said. 

The top three classes requested by U. 
of C. students are an eclectic mix. Global 
warming topped the list, with 377 students 
requesting the course. Introduction to 
Microeconomics, taught by popular pro- 
fessor Allen Sanderson, was next, followed 
by a hands-on drama course. 

“One never knows” which classes will be 
popular, said Michael Jones, an associate 
dean at the college. 

To avoid sinking students’ dreams of 
learning about pirates, Dawdy increased 
the size of her class to 150 students, up 
from the original maximum of 90. 

As of Tuesday, all but one spot had been 
taken.

Student looks to Web 
for college fund help 


□ MUSKEGON TOWNSHIP, Mich. The name 
of Rachel Harris’ Web site says it all. 
The 17-year-old high school senior recently 
launched iwanttogotonotredame.com to help 
her raise money to pay for an education at the 
school. The site includes copies of her Notre 
Dame application form, letters of recom- 
mendation and her high school transcript. 

Harris has applied for admission to the 
Roman Catholic school in South Bend, Ind., 
and expects to be accepted there.

“The only thing that is keeping me from 
possibly going is the financial aspect to it. ... 
I’m just doing everything I can to not let that 
stop me from going there,” Harris said.

I said, “Kim, do you realize I spent 18 years 
here? Don’t tell me about a month and a half!” 

Did you have to work around the limitations of 
the surroundings at all? Were there cows moo- 
ing in the background? 

We recorded in my childhood bedroom, which 
isn’t very big even though my brother and I 
shared it for 17 years before he went to col- 
lege. When we wanted to get a bigger sound, 
like for the drums or something on songs like 
“Daylight,” we put microphones in the hallway 
down by the washing machine to try to make a 
bigger, fuller sound. It ended up working really 
well, so yeah, there was some improvising. Stick 
a mic in a washing machine to get a good echo.

FOR EVERYTHING 


Four years in, synth-rock duo Matt 
and Kim finally learns how to sing

att Johnson and Kim Schifino see little need for last names. 
Performing as Matt and Kim on the keyboards and drums, 
respectively, the Brooklyn-based duo (who met at Newark’s 
Pratt art school and began dating around the same time they 
started performing together) recently released their sophomore album, 
“Grand,” which is filled with more of their trademark, peppy/punky 
synth-pop. 

Matt, 26, checked in to talk about his bizarre singing style, recording 
in the middle of nowhere and why microphones sound good in washing 
machines. 



In the video for your single, “Daylight,” 

Kim is wearing a shirt that says, “Banned in 
Boston.” Did you two do something to earn 
a ban? 

No, that shirt is actually a shirt that her dad 
gave to her mom, like, in the ’70s or some- 
thing. I don’t know how that one ended 
up being the shirt being worn, but we were 
like, “'Yeah, that one seems about right.” 

You might actually do something in the 
future to get yourselves banned in Boston. 
Maybe that should be a goal? 

I mean, we can try! You’ve gotta make some 
goals, right? Kim grew up in Providence 
{R.I.} and I grew up in southern Vermont, 
so my early years of music was driving two 
hours to go to shows in Boston. That’s a 
little piece of my early history that I can’t 
give up. 

And you actually recorded “Grand” at the 
home you grew up in. How remote is it 
exactly? 

The town is called Jacksonville, which no 
one has ever heard of unless they get a 
speeding ticket there. When you go to cer- 
tain ski resorts, you go through that town 
on a back road. It’s really small. We were up 
there between a month and a month and a 
half and Kim started losing her mind. She 
had to get out of there. ‘Ml work and no 
play makes Kim a dull girl” kind of thing. 


You seem to enjoy those sorts of experiments, 
like taping a wallet to a drum for a different 
sound or using your shirt to make a tent over the 
cymbal. 

I think that really applies to our band in gen- 
eral because we haven’t been traditionally 
trained in any of this. When people have been 
trained in recording, they have a specific way 
of doing things, but since we had no idea what 
we were doing when we first started, we just 
tried everything until we found something that 
worked. That’s the same thing with drums and 
keyboards. We didn’t know what we were doing, 
but we just played them until we found what 
sounded best. 

Would you consider taking any lessons? 

I’ve been doing this for four years, and it’s the 
only work we’ve been doing for the last two or 
three years, and just this morning I went to a 
singing lesson {for the first time}. My vocal style 
has always been really bizarre. The first time I 
heard myself recorded, I was like, “This is never 
going to work.” But for some reason, people 
really respond to it being this sort of uneducat- 
ed thing. But I have found myself damaging my 
voice on long tours and running out of breath 
really easily, things that you learn when you are 
traditionally trained in vocals. So I figured since 
I’ve been doing this for awhile, it was about 
time that I learn how to sing!

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The great ’do 

debate 

Some trim hair styling costs, others won’t cut back

Letting their locks hang longer. 

Allowing more time between 
touch-ups. 

Getting rid of relaxers. 

One budget-conscious blond 
took a “homemade hacksaw to 
her head,” according to a local 
celebrity stylist. 

Some local ladies are quite 
literally trimming their hair 
budgets in a down economy, 
making the nearly impossible 
choice of looking good or saving 
money, while others say they’ll 
skip a drink or even a meal rather 
than touch their hair budget. 

Meanwhile, beauty industry 
insiders say they are bracing for a 
possible salon slowdown, despite 
the fierce loyalty of some of their 
regulars. 

Calumet City’s LaShaunda 
Williams is not among the legion 
of the loyal. 

Finances partially motivated 
Williams, who is black, to grow 
out her chemically relaxed style and wear her 
hair in its natural state. 

Williams, 30, initially feared reaction from 
friends and family, but last May bucked the 
trend of straight hair and clipped off the last 
of her relaxed ends. She said she now spends 
approximately $10 a month on her hair, versus 
$90 for salon styling. 

But cutbacks from Williams and other 
increasingly salon- skittish customers are 
hurting the hair industry, according to a 
Wicker Park stylist and spokesman for a 
corporate salon chain. 

“'You see all these news stories where 
people are advising other people to cut their 
hair themselves at home,” said Erin Green, 
a 31-year-old stylist at Strange Beauty Show. 


This month she became a trainer 
for Australian-based hair care 
product line Kevin Murphy to 
supplement her income. “You 
have to figure out something else 
you can do just in case.” 

Chain salons, too, are feeling 
the pinch, said Andy Cohen, 
president of the salon division of 
Regis, a global hair care company 
that operates approximately 
9,000 company-owned salons 
worldwide, including 12 in the 
Chicagoland area. 

“Paul Finkelstein, our chairman 
of the board, has worked in the 
industry about 40 years {and] 
said he hasn’t seen patterns in 
salon visitation like this ever,” 
said Cohen, adding that a rise in 
“messy, less high-maintenance” 
hairstyles and increasing 
competition also is affecting the 
industry The economy has done 
little to improve the outlook. 

Still, don’t discount the power 
of vanity, local stylists and ladies 
dedicated to their ’dos say 
Particularly loyal are African-American 
women who chemically relax their hair, 
including South Side native Raven Hill. 
Relaxed black hair is difficult to style at home 
for anywhere near salon results, local stylists 
said, so customers are more determined to 
get their hair done professionally 

“My hair budget is recession-proof,” said 
Hill, a former Morgan Parker who now lives 
in Washington, D.C. Maintaining her coif 
costs between $90 and $130 a month, she 
estimated. 

Another woman sticking by her salon, or 
salons, is Gail Freeman. The Streeterville 
resident spends an average of $225 a month 
on her hair, she estimated, on trims, biweek- 
ly professional blow-dries and a $350 service

called Brazilian hair straightening. Freeman, 
who is white, added Brazilian hair straight- 
ening recently, as it transforms her naturally 
wavy locks sleek and straight, she said. 

Freeman considers her patronage a stimulus 
package for salons. 

“I got a promotion and Fm still making 
what I made before, so why should things 
change?” Freeman, 42, asked. “It’s a snowball 
effect, and if everyone pulls back, how will 
the economy ever get better?” 

Brilli salon owner and stylist Brenda Berry, 
whose business is based in Lakeview, said 
the difference she notices in her clients’ 
habits is that they stretch their time between 
styles a little longer. This summer, Berry 
began offering incentives for increased 
appointment-setting, including $25 dry cuts, 
down from the usual $48 -$78 price point. 


Thankfully, business is brisk, according to 
Berry 

“Our clients see their hair appointments as 
a necessity” Berry said. “I’ve personally heard 
my clients say they’ve quit shopping, because 
they can do without clothes but they wear 
their hair every day” 

Hair is an even more serious situation at 
the Gold Coast’s Van Cleef salon, owned by 
Michael “Rahni” Flowers, who counts First 
Lady Michelle Obama as a client. 

“I have clients who say they will not buy 
a drink at a bar, pantyhose, and may even 
miss a meal if it means they can get their 
hair done,” Flowers said, singling out the 
multicultural salon’s black female clientele. 
He acknowledged seeing less of some of 
his white clients these days, including the 
blond with the aforementioned homemade 
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“hacksaw” ’do. “But the sisters are not playing,” 
Flowers said with a laugh. 

Danielle Gilcrest, 35, solved her salon 
problem by styling her long hair at home. She 
also stopped relaxing it, but presses it straight 
herself. 

‘African-American women, especially working 
downtown, have to put their best foot forward,” 
said Gilcrest, who lives in Naperville. ‘And if you 
don’t have the skills to do it at home, cut back on 
something else. When your hair looks bad, you 
don’t feel good.” 

Former South Sider Hill seemingly is living 
Gilcrest’s advice. “I started taking my lunch [to 
work} all last month,” said Hill, adding that she 
has tried and failed to style her hair at home. 
“I did all this just to go to that more expensive 
salon. What can I say? Honestly, my hair is a 
fixed expense.” kkyles@tribune.com 


Look good and 
save money too

“Oh, I wish I could do that with my 
hair.” 

If Logan Square’s Lehia Franklin 
Acox had a nickel for every time 
another black woman said that to her, 
she said, “My child’s [college fund} 
would be well funded.” 

Why the big ado about her ’do? 

Franklin Acox, who is black, wears 
her hair in its naturally coarse and 
curly state, the “fro” once embraced 
by the black community in the ’70s but 
pushed aside to make way for a wave 
in chemically straightened hair, weaves 
and wigs. 

But natural hair is bouncing back, 
some local natural hair wearers and 
stylists said. 

The economy could have something 
to do with the resurgence, as black 
women typically spend two to six times 
the amount their white counterparts 
do on hair care, according to 2008 
beauty product data from market 
research firm Mintel. As women watch 
their wallets, the approximately $75 to 
$85 it takes to relax black hair might 
increasingly be seen as a luxury 

Also aiding in nostalgia for “the 
natural” are increased images in the media. It can be found on 
celebrities including “Extra” host Tanika Ray and singer Jill Scott, 
set to star in HBO’s “The No 1. Ladies’ Detective Agency ” 

But some natural hair-wearers still struggle to fit into 
mainstream society, according to Ursula Fitzpatrick, a Dolton 
resident who started a monthly support group for women 
with naturals. Members of Naturally Alluring in Mainstream 
America not only discuss their beauty regimens, but also share 
coping mechanisms to deal with employers and co-workers who 
ask questions, sometimes critically, about their chosen style. 

“What’s funny is that even other black women misunderstand 
why you would want to wear your hair that way,” Fitzpatrick, 
35, said. “I’ve had people think I’m doing it just to be political 
or pro-black.” 

Even among natural wearers, there is diversity There is a bump 
in black women whose hair is blow-dried straight even though 
they do not put chemicals in their hair, salon owners said. 

Franklin Acox, 38, hopes more black women embrace their 
natural texture. 

“Men of all ethnic backgrounds stop me on the street more 
and more these days,” she said. ‘As men come to see that these 
styles are hot, women may feel like, ‘OK, this is something I 
could do.’ ”
